But 
let a wise and judicious system of 
irrigation be inaugurated and our 
arid lands brought under cultiva- 
tion and we then will have some- 
thing tangible to attract the at- 
tention of capital. All wealth 
comes out of the soil, and the State 
that depends on speculative prop- 


erties will sooner or later come | 


to grief, while the State that 
has land and water will flour- 
ish and become great. The Ga- 


zEITE has always contended that | 
Nevada possessed many superior | 


agricultural advantages. With a) 
soil rich in everything that goes to | 
make good land, inexhaustible in| 
its nature, with water enough run- | 


ning to waste every year to put | 
nearly every acre under a high 


state of cultivation, we can see no 
reason why the attention of wealth 
could not be called to the subject 
and enlisted in the grand enter- 
prise of reclamation. The Hum- 
boldt river supplies water enough 
to put the whole of Humboldt val- 
ley under cultivation and will 
readily support 50,000 or 75,000 
people. Mr. Mills, in his speech 
Saturday night, said that he was 
authorized to say that steps were 
being taken to accomplish this 
grand enterprise; that the South- 
ern Pacific Company were to send 
a representative to England to 
raise $2,000,000 to bring about this 
transformation, and why not? Is 
there ‘any reason why tue Hum- 
boldt valley should not be occu- 
pied to its fullest capacity, when it 
will pay interest on money enough 
to reclaim it and leave a handsome 
profit for the tiller of the soil? 

Is there any reason why Lem- 
mon, Prosser, Spanish Spring and 
Warm Spring valleys should be 
barren wastes when we have water 
enough to make them support a 
population of at least 50,000 people, 
and it can all be done for $500,000 ? 
The inducements the enterprise 
offers for capital are superior 
and money invested in that scheme 
would be safer than in a bank. 
But to make capital see this is hard 
work and can only be done through 
an organized effort upon the part 
of our people. 

Utah has an agricultural popula- 
tion of 150,000 and 150,000 more 
who live off the products of the 
country, and with not half the 
natural. advantages that Nevada 
possesaes. 

Colorado is another example of 
what can be done with water if in- 
telligently handled. That State 
was as much of a barren waste as 
Nevada is to-day, and she possesses 
no advantages not ours, and why 
then, we ask, should we be strug- 
gling for an existance when we 
have facilities within our grasp 
that will make us great and impor- 
tant. Let the good work go on 
until we can hold up our heads and 
lay claim to being one of the most 
prosperous States in this glorious 
Union. 

Mr. Mills’ visit was invaluable to 
the people of this State, for no map 
within our borders could. have 
shown so clearly the great advan- 
tages of a Board of Trade and the 
ultimat good 1o come of such an 
organization as he, for the reason, 
perhaps, that they have never 
given the subject the careful 
thought that he has. His remarks

THE BOARD OF TRADE 


Enthusiastic Meeting 
Saturday Night. 


AN ORGANIZATION EFFECTED. 


—_-_ - -- 


At Last Nevada Is Fully Alive 
to her Best Interest. 


Interesting Speeches by Hon. 
W. H. Mills, Francis G. 
Newlands and others. 


McKissick’s Opera House presented 
An animated scene Saturday evening, 
the occasion being a meeting called for 
the purpose of organizing a State Board 
of Trade. The Opera House was full 
almost to overflowing. Hon. R. R. 
Bigelow called the meeting to order 
and stated its object, when Governor 
C. C. Stevenson was elected Chairman 
and Allen C. Bragg Secretary. ‘rov- 
ernor Stevenson said : 

Lapres AND GentLemen: It is the 
duty of the chairman of a meeting to 
declare its objects. This meeting has 
been called fur the purpose of forming 
a State Board of Trade. In their ear- 
lier history the commercial organiza- 
tions known as Chambers of Com- 
merce and PBoards of Trade confined 
their funetions to the adjustment of 
specific questions arising out of com- 
mercial transactions between their 
members and the world at large. Lat- 
terly they Nave incorporated the func- 
tion of collecting the information so 
necessary to the projection of com- 
mercial and financial enterprise. Be- 
yond this, to the collection of informa- 
tion relating to the growth of in- 
dustry and the conclusions of the 
science of political economy. The or- 
ganization about to be formed will de- 
vote its efforts to the collection of data, 
valuable to our own people and in- 
valuable to those seeking homes among 
us. Weure to listen to a prominent 
member of the State Board of Trade 
of California. He will explain to us 
the method of that organization and 
the secret of its great success. As the 
first order of business I have the pleas- 
ure of introducing Hon. Wm. H. Mills 
of the Southern Pacific Company and 
the State Board of Trade of California, 
who will address you. 

MR, MILLS 

Referred to the relations between 
California and Nevada, to the 
fact that the citizens of Nevada, and 
many who had resided in Nevada had 


become residents of California and | 
they were among the most successful | 


and prominent citizens of the State of 
California, were thoroughly identified 
with the history and interest of Ne- 
vada. The two States were practica:ly 
a single community with interest 
analogous and identical. He referred to 
the remark made by His Excellency 
the Governor to the effect that an 
organization was about to be formed 
to collect information concerning the 
mineral, agricltaral and industrial re- 
sources of the “State. He thought 
Governor Stevenson had introduced a 
most valuable suggestion, which might 
serve as a thesis for the evening. 


Commercial organizations, such as

Ten 
years »go it was known that the climate 
of Californi« in mo-tof the valley regions, 
if rot all, was ad} apte to citrus culture; 
but so thoroughly roo:ed in the mind are 
the prec pcvived opinions of men that it 
scarcely oc vrred to the population of 
California to avail thems Ive- of this new 
source of wenith—,his new employment 
of industry. 

The speaker reminded his audience 
that the americ settlement or occu pa- 
tion of Calliornia was now closing its 
fortieth year. In »ll that time ithad been 
competent to have grown oranges and 
lemons,and yet this insustry is of the 
most recent developmeut. 

As to its 6 of development, the 
speaker ref to statistical facis. He 
said that during the season of 1x88 1889 San 
Bernardino shipped .92,000 neues of oranges 
to the eastern markets; Los Angéles count, 
shipped 400,000 boxes; Orange county 
shipped 92,000 boxes, ond Ventura county 
shipped 10,000 boxes; #«nd other counties 
more orless. But the shipments from the 
four southern counties named aggregat d 
795,000 boxes, nearly 3,000 carloads of 286 
boxes each, yielding a gold return to the 
growers of $1,387 ,716,00.

From oficial data it was discovered that 
the imp rtation of oranges into this country 
bad increased enormously in the four de- 
cadeés from 1556 to issé notwithstanding the 
large contribution of California and Florida 
to the volume of production. The facts 
were reassuring. In 1836 there were im- 

rted 447,40 boxes. In 1566 there were 
mported 602,000 boxes; in Is71 there were 
imported +95,000 boxes; in 1886, the period 
covering the jarge productiveness of our 
own wae the citrous fruits had in- 
creased tu the enermous volume of 1,741,- 
Quo boxes. 

The increase was more remarkabie as re- 
lating (© ‘emons. In 1876 there were imported 
intothe United States 612,000 boxes. At the 
end of ten years the importation had reached 
the enormous figure of 2,281,000 boxes of 
lemons. As an illustration of the value of 
information these figures have great’ siguifi- 
cance. They show, notwithstanding the enor- 
mous production in our own country,«@f the 
fruit to be consumed by our own 
importation had increased from 1 
four-fold. This disclosed at once the margin 
upon which the grower of this fruit might 
rely. 

The speaker then dwelt upon thesubject 
ot the former absence of information con.- 
ceining the raisiu growing interest of 
Califoruia. He reminded his auditors 
again that California Was now forty years 
of age, from its primitive setulemen:s, yet 
it was nottillthe year 1874 thatihe orst 
shipment of raisins wa: made to the east, 
and that shipment comp ised but two 
hundred pounds. In tbe year 1880 
Ca.iforoia sehipyed to the consumers in 
the east, af er reiaining enou bh for bome 
consumption, 14,000,000 pounds. Every

ficial effects everywhere. Ase it is, the 
dam at Lake Tahve is closed, and the 
scheme tor ita utilizailon will doubtless 
be worked ontir good time, and we have 
he:e the representative of the railroad, 
charged by p+reonal conference with Mr. 
Crocser and by telegram from Mr. tiunt 
ington, to look intothe matters affecting | 
the well being of this State, and o offer 
iis people the cordial sup,ort, aid and 
encour»gement of the railrond power. | 
Here let me suggest to Mr. Mills and the 
railroad’people, that we can never have the | 
immigration we are entitied to in this State 
unless immigrants are given an opportunity | 
to stop over on their way to California. I am | 
informed that immigrants to California are | 
not allowed stop-over privileges in Nevada. | 
I have no doubt there is some good reason for | 
the rule, but I have also no doubt that the 
rule ought to yield to the exigency of our | 
situation. I see no reason why these immi 
pane on their way to California should not 
»¢ allowed to stop over at Elko, Winnemucca, 
Keno and other points. If they wish to con 
tinue their journey to California they can do 
so, and if they wish to stay they can stay; 
and the railroad people should recollect that 
one settler in Nevada is worth two in Califor- 
nia* for the raiiroad has the long haul on all 
the products of his labor and the sup- 
plies of his wants. I suggest that 
the people of the State should agitate 
this question and keep it before the 
railroad ted ay = Their disposition is 
friendly; their interest is to advance this 
State; they wish to build it np, and we 
must give them the information and pro- 
ceed to do those things which will obtain 
for us the best results. I should like to see 
this railroad company inaugurate the policy 
which was inaugurated by the lilinois Cen 
tral Company. That company had a land 
rant trom the Government. It turned 
ts if into a great immigration socie'y. re- 
gardiess almost of the value of the land, 
simply seeking for occupants, selling the 
land at @ nominal price, giving long time 
fur perme. trusting to the trade that 
would come to the railroad company from 
the occupancy of these iands as ite reward. 
it seems to me that the rail company 
with its numerous agencies :hroughout the 
country, a dit great means and oppo: tu- 
nities for dissem nating information can do 
a great work for this State, and at the same 
time advance ite own interests by the sale 
of its lands and the increase o/ its business. 
Constant agitation will bring these matters 
to the attention of the railroad peopie.

No stop over was allowed at 
Sacramento The immigrant was run 
age to San Francisco, and the Oregon 
and Washington Territory people, through 
their agents, hed them shipped by the 
cheapest route, the ocean route, to Wash- 
ington Territory and Oregon They were 
shot right through the front. door, run 
through the State and out of the back door, 
without obtaining any benefit to California, 
They were taken right out of the country. 
That was a lovely scheme 

rhe very first thing that occurred to 
stop that was when the State Board of 
Trade was organized. We had 28 coun- 
ties—all of the counties of the Sta e prac- 
tically, becanse some of them are verg 
incons derable, and ave no en'e:priseor 
li'e—that were represented ia the Board 
of Trade. The firstthing we did was to 
s'op that thing of going through the State, 
ani land them where it cost them the 
most to getout. If they went to tiregon 
or Washington it was going te cost them 
a good deal of money.

It is important that some such institution 
as you now propose should be inaugurated 
to speak in the name of the whole people of 
the State of Nevada, so that when you have | 
emmigrants stop to lok at your State that | 
there will be somebody to show them some- | 
thing.
